The course is related (d the 
most modern technological 
analysis m traffic accident 
scenes. The Aruban Police 
has a very good working re¬ 
lationship with the police 
Force Rotterdam This helps 
with the facilitation of tech¬ 
nical assistance throu gh 
courses and the exchange of 
valuable information. Mem- 
bers of the Traffic Depart¬ 
ment and a few from the 
motorized unit followed this 
course, which had duration of 
two weeks 

According to head of the 
Traffic Department, Ricardo 
Muller, this was a basic 


course which entailed infor¬ 
mation regarding new instru¬ 
ments to measure marks an 
the roads in relation to acci¬ 
dents and also taking pictures 
in these situations. The 
course covered in addition to 
technology, different tech¬ 
niques to analyze accidents in 
general. 

The Aruban community 
will not notice any difference 
in our work as traffic police. 
But there will be a significant 
change in the way accident 
investigations and the analy¬ 
sis of what took place is 
done We will look at specific 
aspects when measuring, tak¬ 
ing photos and doing analysis

They also plan 
to send colleagues to the 
Dutch Police Corpse tD spe¬ 
cialize in traffic situations, 
according to Muller. The 
Aruban Police Corpse is also 
prep anng to request certain 
articles as cameras and in¬ 
struments to measure from 
their counterparts in Holland. 
In this manner they can mod¬ 
ernize their investigative 
methods and accident analy¬ 
sis.

US lawmakers urge resumption of Egypt military aid 



IIS spy chiefs hit 
back in Europe row 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
lawmakers Tuesday urged the 
White House to lift its sus¬ 
pension of military aid to 
Egypt, warning freezing 
funds and weapons deliveries 
might unravel decades of co¬ 
operation with a key regional 
ally. 

D em o crati c Represent a- 
tive Eliot Engel, ranking 
member of the House foreign 
affairs committee, said he 
had initially supported a tem¬ 
porary halt to deliveries of F- 
16 aircraft to the Egyptian 
military following its ouster 
o f p resi dent M dIi am ed M orsi 
in July 

"But today I do not be¬ 
ll ev e that su sp en dm g th e mi i - 
it ary aid will make the 
Egyptian government more 
democratic or make it easier 
fertile United States to influ¬ 


ence its behavior in the fu¬ 
ture, 1 he told the committee. 

In fact, 1 think it's more 
than likely to have the oppo¬ 
site effect. And I'm afraid it 
could jeopardize the close 
US-Egypt military coopera¬ 
tion that we've worked so 
hard to build over the last 
several decades." 

The United States earlier 
tins month said it was recali¬ 
brating its $ 1.5 billion ay ear m 
annual aid to Cairo in dueling 
1.3 billion in military aid after 
the bloody repress on a f Morsi 
supporters since his Duster 

Marking a dramatic break 
with years of unqualified 
support to Cairo, President 
Barack Ob amain early Octo¬ 
ber de citied to freeze deliver¬ 
ies of big-ticket items, 
including Apache helicop¬ 
ters, F-lfi fighter jets, M1A1 


Abrams tank parts and Har¬ 
poon missiles. 

More than 1,000 people -- 
mainly Morsi supporters — 
have b een killed since July 3 - 
- and authorities have rounded 
up some 2,000 Islamists, in¬ 
cluding most of the Muslim 
Broth erho o d : s 1 e adership. 

Engel condemned the vio¬ 
lence and agreed that “it's 
clear that the Egyptian mili¬ 
tary has made some serious 
mistakes in managing the on¬ 
going transition." 

But if 1 were given the 
choice between the military 
and the Brotherhood, I'd take 
the military every time." 

Committee chairman Ed 
Ruyce worried about harm¬ 
ing security operations on the 
Sinai peninsula, and expos¬ 
ing other regional allies to 
greater insecurity. 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
espionage chiefs hit back 
Tuesday in a row aver mass 
spying, saying rep orts Amer¬ 
ican eavesdroppers scooped 
up millions of phone records 
in Europe, were "completely 
false" 

In a stunning twist to the 
transatlantic spying storm, 
General Keith Alexander,, 
head of the National Security 
Agency, said that in many 
cases European spy agencies 
had accessed phone records 
and shared them with the 
NS A. 

The revelations came as a 
senior official! said President 
Barack Obama was consider¬ 
ing banning US spies from 
tapping the telephones of al¬ 
lied leaders, m the wake of 
German outrage over alleged 
snooping on Chancellor An¬ 
gel a M erk el 1 s commum c a- 
tions. 

America's European allies 
have spent days angrily 
protesting after newspaper 
reports, based an leaks from 
fugitive analyst Edward 
Snowden, that Washington 
collected tens of millions of 
telephone calls and online 
communications in Europe as 
part as a vast ants terror 
sweep. 

But two top spy agency 
chiefs testifying before Con¬ 
gress said the reports were 
b as e d on a mi sun derstandin g 
of mformation passed by 
Snowden to European news¬ 


papers. 

"The assertions by re¬ 
porters m France, Spam, Italy 
that NS A collected tens of 
millions of phone calls are 
completely false," Alexander 
told the House Intelligence 
Committee 

"To b e p erfectly dear, tins 
is not information that we 
collected on European citi¬ 
zens," lie said. 

Hours earlier, the Wall 
Street Journal reported that 
electronic spying was carried 
out by tile intelligence agen¬ 
cies of France and Spain - out¬ 
side then own borders and 
sometimes in war zones - and 
was then p assed onto the NS A. 

The cl aim s if true, could 
embarrass European govern¬ 
ments which have vehe¬ 
mently protested to the 
United States about alleged 
overreaching and infring- 
ments an the privacy of its 
citizens by the NS A 

Alexander said journalists 
had misinterpreted leaked 
data about the alleged spying 
operations. 

"They cite as evidence 
screen shots of the results of 
a web tool used for data man¬ 
agement purposes, but both 
they and the person who stele 
the classified data did not un¬ 
derstand what they were 
looking at," he said 

Dianne Fein stein, chair of 
the Senate Intelligence Com¬ 
mittee, backed up claims that 
the European media reports 
were wrong 


Support for death penalty 
lowest in four decades in I S 

WASHINGTON (AFP) - Support for the death penalty is 
at a four-decade lowm the United States, -hough most Amer¬ 
icans -- three cut of five -- still favor it, a new Gallup poll out 
Tuesday found. 

Sixty percent of Americans say they back capital punish¬ 
ment for convicted killers, that is the lowest figure since No¬ 
vember 1972 when the death penalty had 57% of Amen cans' 
support, the survey found 

By 1994, eight in 10 Americans supported execution, a 
high from winch it since has edged lower. 

About 44% of respondents said the death penalty was not 
imposed often enough, Gallup also found in its survey of 
1,023 people firon October 2-6. It has a margin of error of plus 
or minus four points. 

Of the 50 US states, 32 implement the death penalty while 
IS plus the federal capital city of Washington have abolished 
it. 
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188 nations back UN vote against 
US Cuba embargo 


UNITED NATIONS (AFP) - 
A re cord-equalling 13S coun¬ 
tries on Tuesday backed an an¬ 
nual UN General Assembly 
vote condemning the five- 
de cad e-old US embargo 
against communist Cuba, 

The United States found 
only one other country, Israel, 
to oppose the resolution, down 
from two allies m last year's 
vote, in a sign of mounting op¬ 
position to the blockade 

Three Pacific island states 
normally dose to the United 
States -- Micronesia, Marshall 
Islands and Palau -- abstained 
as the barrage of criticism 
against the embargo reached a 
new peak in the 193-member 
UN Assembly 

China, Iran, which has 
launched a bid to thaw rela¬ 
tions with the US administra¬ 


tion, Latin American and 
African nations all publicly 
condemned the United States. 

“The US policy against. 
Cuba is suffering from an ab¬ 
solute international isolation 
and discredit and lacks every 
ethical or legal ground," 
Cuba's Foreign Minister Bruno 
Rodriguez Parnlla said 
While tics Umted States has 
eased travel restrictions on 
Cubans, Parnlla said "Sanc¬ 
tions remain intact and are 
being frilly implemented." 

Cuba has lost more than 
$1 1 trillion dollars because of 
the embargo, according to the 
minister who told the meeting 
how the blockade prevents 
Cuba from getting heart and 
anti-AIDS drugs for children. 

The United States is being 
used as an "external scape¬ 


goat" for the island's problems, 
a US diplomat, Ronald Go¬ 
dard, hit back in an address to 
the meeting. 

‘Qur sanctions policy to¬ 
ward Cuba is just one of the 
tools in our overall effort to 
urge respect for the civil and 
human rights" upheld by tire 
UN, Godard said 

He said that two billion dol¬ 
lars m remittances were sent to 
Cuba from the United States in 
3D 12 and that the United States 
is the biggest foreign food sup¬ 
plier to tire island. 

"The international commu¬ 
nity cannot in go od conscience 
ignore the ease and frequency 
with which the Cuban regime 
silences cntics, disrupts peace¬ 
ful assembly (and), impedes in¬ 
ti ep end ent j oumali sin," Go dard 
said in an appeal to other coun¬ 
tries to oppose tiie resolution 


Norwegian man buys flat with 
forgotten $24 bitcoin investment 


OSLO (AFP) - ANorwegian 
man who purchased $34 
worth of bitcains and then 
promptly forgot about it far 
four years, was able to buy an 
apartment in central Oslo 
dianks to the massive appre¬ 
ciation of the virtual cur¬ 
rency. 

In 20D9, Kristaffer Koch 
was doing research an en¬ 
cryption and on a wlnm de¬ 
cided to invest a small sum in 
the recently created bit coins - 
- a means of payment over 
the Internet. 

Koch, now 29 and work¬ 
ing as an engineer, only re¬ 
membered the investment in 


April of this year when he 
read an article about the soar¬ 
ing value ofbitcoins. 

His 5,000 bitcains were 
suddenly worth around 
$690,0DO (5GO,DQO euros). 

After spending a full day 
trying to remember his pass¬ 
word, Koich cashed in 1.1 
million kroner (135,000 euro, 
$136,000), by selling a fifth 
of his newly acquired for¬ 
tune. 

After deducting 23 percent 
in taxes, the money was 
enough for the downpayment, 
and restoration of a fl at worth 
2 6 million kroner in central 
Oslo, one of the world's most 


expensive cities. 

" Not in my wildest dreams 
could I have imagined that 
they would have soared like 
tins," Koch said. 

"It's bizarre, these psycho¬ 
logical reflexes that make us 
attach a value to something 
that doesn't have any in it¬ 
self."

Brazilian authorities are 
battling to reassert control in 
lawless areas ahead of the 
next year's World Cup, after 
evicting the drug traffickers 
who had previously held 
sway. 

It was the second bloody 
incident in a few' days in the 
area, where seven people 


were gunned down last 
Thursday in what police also 
believe may have been gang- 
related violence. 

Despite the deployment of 
the UPPs, violence often 
flares in the favelas and is 
sometimes blamed on police.

their artworks may have been 
stolen or forcibly acquired by 
die Nazis during World War II, 
many from Jewish owners. 

Around a quarter of the 162 
Dutch museums that took part 
in the probe into ait acquisi¬ 
tions between 1933 and 1945 
have objects with "potentially 
problematic lustoiy", the 
N eth erl and s M u s sum As so ci a- 
tion said. 

Hie questionable objects 
consist of 69 paintings, two 
sculptures, 31 decorative art 
obj ect, 13 Jewish ritual objects 


and 24 drawings.

Toddlers getting more tablet use: 
study 



WASHINGTON (AFP)-The 
craze for tablets and smart¬ 
phones is spreading ta ever 
younger users. 

A new study of American 
households found 38 percent 
Df toddlers and infants under 
the age of two have used a mo¬ 
bile device such as a tablet or 
smartphone, compared to ID 
percent m 2011 

The study by Common 
Sense Media said young chil¬ 
dren up to age eight still spend 
more time with "traditional" 
screen media such as TV 
DVDs, computers, and video 
games, but that tins is shifting 

Overall screen time is down 
by 21 minutes, with mobile 
time up 1D minutes, the study 
found. Viewing oil a television 
set still makes up half of all 
screen time 

"Hus is quite an extraordi¬ 
nary shift for our young chil¬ 
dren, 1 said James Steyer, chief 
executive and founder of Com¬ 
mon Sense Media. 

“In the past we could meas¬ 
ure and control exactly where, 
when, and how they were en¬ 
gaging with screens. Now, mo¬ 
bile devices follow our lads 
from room to room," he sard 

“The media children con¬ 
sume can have a profound im¬ 
pact on their learning, social 
development, and behavior, 
and the only way to maximize 
the positive impact -- and min¬ 
imize the negative -- is to have 
an accurate understanding of 


the role it plays in their lives. 
These kids are true digital na¬ 
tives " 

The average amount of time 
children spend using mobile 
devices has tripled, from five 
minutes a day to 15 minutes a 
day for the zero-to-eight age 
group, the study found, and 
the number of kids who have 
used mobile devices has 
nearly doubled from 38 to 72 
percent. 

“I've never seen a new 
medium take hold among little 
lads tins fast" said researcher 
Vicky Rideout. "As many little 
babies and one-year-olds have 
used smartphones or tablets 
today as all kids under eight 
had done just two year’s ago " 

Hie most common mobile 
media activity among children 
is playing games, cited by 63 
percent of parents. And par¬ 
ents also said 30 percent of 
lads used these devices for 
reading. 

Hie study found educa¬ 


tional TV is the most popular' 
screen activity among young 
children, with (51 percent 
watching some programming. 

On average, children m tins 
age group read or are read to 
for just under half an hour a 
day, roughly the same as in 
2011

Dutch Rabobank fined 774 mn 
euros over Libor scandal 


Rabobank had for almost ax 
ye sis between May 20 D5 and 
January 2011 allowed money 
market traders to manipulate 
Libor submissions to benefit 
foreign currency trading posi¬ 
tions, the FCA said 

Traders also colluded with 
“individuals at other Libor 
panel banks and mterdealer 
firms to influence Libor sub¬ 
mission, the FCA said 

" Rab o b auk's mi s co nduct l s 
among the most serious we 
have identified on Libor," 
added Tracey McDermott, the 
FCA's director of enforcement 
and financial crimes. 

The Netherlands' second- 
largest bank's "poor internal 
controls encouraged collusion 
between traders and Libor sub¬ 
mitters and allowed systematic 
attempts at b en dim ark mamp - 
ulation, u the FCA added. 

"Rabobank did not fully ad¬ 
dress these failings until Au¬ 
gust 2012, despite assuring the 
FCA in March 2011 that suit¬ 
able arrangements were in 
place," the statement added 

In response Rabobank said 
it has "entered into settlements 
with various authorities and 
agreed to pay 774 million 
euros." 

Euro group chairman and 
Dutch Finance Minister Jeroen 
Dijsselbloem on Tuesday said 
11 shame! ess fraud was commit¬ 
ted by money market traders, 
miles away from the coopera¬ 
tive ideals of Rabobank.' 

Rabobank is a cooperative 
and prides itself on its ethics 
and integrity. 

"The Libor affair renews the 
mistrust in the financial sec¬ 
tor, 11 Dutch news agency ANP 
quoted him as saying. 

The US Commodity Futures 
Trading Commission (CFTC) 
said that Rabobark would pay 
it $475 million after it "perva¬ 
sively rigged key interest, rate 
b enchmarks". 

The Libor scandal erupted 
last year when British bank 
Bal’d ays was fined £290 mil¬ 


lion by British and US regula¬ 
tors for attempted manipula¬ 
tion of Lib or interbank rates 
and eurozone equivalent Eurt- 
borbetween 2005 and 2009 

Rabobank, headquartered in 
the central city of Utrecht, is 
the fifth hank to settle with fi¬ 
nancial authorities and the fine 
is the second-largest to be im¬ 
posed. after the 1 4 billion 
Swiss francs (11 billion euros, 
$1.5 billion) penalty slapped 
on UBS last year. 

Loudon has already an¬ 
nounced it will take calcula¬ 
tion of' Libor away from the 
British Banker's Association 
and hand it to NYSE Euro next 
beginning early next year, the 
owner of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

The European Commission 
in September unveiled plans to 
better regulate key financial 
benchmarks such as Libor and 
Euribor in the wake of the 
scandal. 

The plan aims to bring some 
measure of central supervision 
to a system that until now was 
largely run and supervised by 
the bilks themselves and will 
be overseen by national ad¬ 
ministrators working in tan¬ 
dem with the Paris-based 
European Securities and Mar¬ 
kets Authority 

Barclays, R.oyal Bank of 
Scotland, UBS and British 
broker leap have already paid 
huge fines to British and US 
authorities, but Barmei said he 
believed some bankers" should 
have gone to prison". 

Under his plans, which have 
to be approved by the 25 EU 
member states and the Euro¬ 
pean Parliament, benchmark 
rates "will be subject to prior 
authorisation and on-going su¬ 
pervision at national and Euro¬ 
pean level."

Dollar gains ahead of 
Fed policy decision 


NEW YORK CITY (AFP) - 
The dollar gamed against the 
euro and other major curren¬ 
cies Tuesday as markets 
waited to see what Federal Re¬ 
serve policymakers would say 
about the economy after their 
meeting an Wednesday. 

The Fed is expected to stand 
pat on its policy, leaving its 
$S5 billion a month stimulus 
unchanged, but could still give 
a picture of when the much-an¬ 
ticipated taper of the QE3 pro¬ 
gram could begin. 

At 21QD GMT, the euro was 
at $1.3744, compared with 
$1 3755 late Monday. 

The dollar rose to 9S. 17 yen 
from 97 £55, while the euro was 
at 134.93 yen, up from 134. £52. 

The British pound fell 
against the greenback, to 
$1.6045 from $1.6141, while 
the dollar rose to D.S93S Swiss 
franc from 0.5955 franc. 

The dollar has sunk steadily 
since September when the Fed 
surprised markets by holding 
back from trimming the stimu¬ 
lus. 

Since then the US economic 
picture has worsened some¬ 
what, with growth hit by the 
1 6 - day p arti a! go vernm ent 
shutdown early tins month and 
weakened confidence due to 
the political battles in Wash- 
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ington a ver e conomi c poli cy. 

With expectations of a con¬ 
tinued easy-money Sdw from 
the Fed, traders have sought 
higher yields in Europe, send¬ 
ing the euro to $ 1.3S30 on Fri¬ 
day, the dollar's worst position 
against the euro since Novem¬ 
ber 20 il 


ZURICH (AFP) - Following a 
string of scandals, a Swiss reg¬ 
ulator has ordered the country's 
biggest hank, UBS, to signifi¬ 
cantly increase the cash it has 
available to deal with legal and 
compliance issues 

FINMA, the Swiss financial 
market regulator, had ordered 
the banking behemoth to tem¬ 
porarily m crease by 50 percent 
the capital it sets aside to deal 
with operational risks, includ¬ 
ing unexpected legal cases 

The bank, which is in the 
midst of a massive restructur¬ 
ing after turmoil during die fi¬ 
nancial crisis, said the order 
had come after FINMAexam¬ 
ined its ‘recent loss history 
with the capital underpinning 
for operational risks. " 

As a result, UBS said that 
from the fourth quarter it 
would increase its so-called 
Risk Weighted Assets by 25 
billion francs ($31.2 billion, 
22.7 billion euros), and would 
thereby need to significantly 
hike the amount of cash it has 
on hand.

Libor, or the London Inter¬ 
bank: Offered P^ate, is a global 
benchmark that is calculated 
daily, using estimates from 
banks of their own interbank 
rates. 

It underpins the terms of 
$500 trillion of contracts from 
mortgages to the cost of corpo¬ 
rate lending. 

However, the system has 
been found to be open to 
abuse, with some traders lying 
about borrowing costs to boost 
trading pa si lions or make their

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'Afghan girl' photographer tells 
stories behind images

PARIS (AFP) - Photographer 
Steve Me Curry remembers ex¬ 
actly how he got lus famed 
1933 shot of two Pakistani 
waiters passing a tea tray pre¬ 
cariously along the outside of 
a moving train. 

11 1 leaned out the window 
and someone was holding my 
legs but I was thinking, 'Oh no 
this is not going to end well 1 , - 
he said, recalling tire photo¬ 
graph he took one morning 
three decades ago as breakfast 
was served between Peshawar 
and Lahore. 

Hanging perilously from 
hand rails between the dining 
car and first class, the waiters 
dressed in white uniforms and 
green and gold turbans were 
passing the tray along the out¬ 
side of the carriages because 
the connecting doors had been 
locked for security reasons. 

Me Curry, 63, whose many 
memorable images have 
earned him a reputation as one 
o f the fa rem o st p ho to graph er s 
of his generation, says he 
weighed up the risk and de¬ 
cided it was worth it 

"I'd rather take the risk them 
not take the risk and then al¬ 
ways wonder if I should have. 
1 think there's nothing worse 
than being timid," he told AFP 
m an interview m Paris. 

"Sometimes you just have to 
evaluate the risk and say “you 
know what, I have to do this 1 / 
he sad, 

It's just one of many stones 
behind the photographs re¬ 
counted in McCurry's latest 
book, "Steve Me Curry Un¬ 
told" 

In it he revisits not only 
some of his best-known im¬ 
ages but also decades'worth of 
notes, letters and other 
ephemera such as tickets and 
receipts 

Packed away and forgotten 
m drawers and cupboards after 
returnt ng fro m as a gnm ent s 
over the years, they give a 
sense of the planning and tech¬ 
nical difficulties involved m 
capturing such pictures. 

"It's almost like archaeol¬ 
ogy, tilings, layers, stacks of 
things accumulated as years 


and decades passed," he sard 

"Do cument s and pi cture s 
til at were not p ait of the story, 
that were never published* but 
were still a piece of the puz¬ 
zle," he said. 

McCurry's career has taken 
him all over the world but he 
says tiie majority of his time 
has been spent between 
Afghanistan and Burma and in 
Sn Lanka and Tibet. 


Arguably his best-known 
image is that of the young 
"Afghan girl he pho¬ 
to graphed m 1934 m a refugee 
camp in north-west Pakistan at 
the time of the Soviet occupa¬ 
tion. 

Camps had sprung up along 
the Afghan-Pakistan border 
and many refugees had been 
living there for years in condi¬ 
tions of great hardship Be¬ 
tween August and November 
1984 Me Curry visited most of 
tiie 30-odd camps. 

It was on a visit to one of 
these that he encountered the 
girl, whose name he later 
learned to be Sharbat Gula, 
and whose photograph ap¬ 
peared on the front cover of 
National Geographic maga¬ 
zine in June 1985. 

Coming across her in a class 
at a camp school, he immedi¬ 
ately noticed her piercing 
green eyes and set about tak¬ 
ing her portrait 

"For a few seconds every¬ 
thing was perfect the light, the 
background, the expression in 
her eyes", he recalled in the 
book. 

In fact that photograph 
nearly did not make the front 


cover as another of the s am e 
girl had been selected. 

But the magazine's editor- 
in-chief made a habit of view¬ 
ing the photographs that had 
been considered and discarded 
for the cover and was immedi¬ 
ately struck by his other shot.. 

Tire image prompted an im¬ 
mediate reaction from readers 
and was later voted the most 
recognised photograph in the 
magazine's history 

McCurry says he has always 
gravitated towards portrait 
photography 

"I love portraits, 1 love ex¬ 
amining the human face," he 
said. 

In 20 02, without even 
knowing her name -- the pho¬ 
tographer went back to Pak¬ 
istan with a film crew tD tiy 
and find Gula. 

In tire intervening years her 
image had come to symbolise 
the suffering of the Afghan 
refugee but her life in 
Afghanistan had been hard 


and she was unaware of its im¬ 
pact. 

Tire family did not ask for 
money but McCurry and the 
magazine made it clear they 
wanted to help. 

Over the subsequent years 
they were able to ensure in 
various ways -- such as med¬ 
ical treatment and a pilgrimage 
to Mecca — that she and her 
family also shared in photo¬ 
graph's success. 

McCurry said meeting peo¬ 
ple m such conditions of suf¬ 
fering or hardship and then 
leaving without being able 
help them materially or 
change their plight was some¬ 
thing all photographers and 
journalists had to grapple with 

"It's a terrible tiling and it 
probably affects you deeply," 
he said 

" Bait the only way we really 
know what is happening in the 
world is by people reporting 
on it. . so I guess we just, have 
to think 'how can 1 
contribute?'. 

"And the way 1 can con¬ 
tribute is by photography and 
raising awareness so people 
are informed," he said

cocaine.

without elab orating. 

Hie double amputee, known 
as the "Blade Runner" for the 
fibreglass prosthetic legs he 
uses in competition, shocked 
the world when he admitted to 
killing Steenkamp, a blonde 
cover girl and law graduate. 

He has however denied 
murder, saying he shot her 
through a locked bathroom 
door in Ins upmarket Pretoria 
home because he thought she 
was an intruder 

While Mil cube was quoted 
later Tuesday as stressing the 
"convemence" of having the 
cases heard together, prosecu¬ 
tors have hinted at a strategy 
that will portray Pistorius as 
trigger-happy and tic at the 
killing was pre-meditated.

Pistorius has long been open 
ab out his love for guns. 

The sprinter slept with a pis¬ 
tol under his bed at his upmar¬ 
ket home m a high-security 
Pretoria estate for fear of bur¬ 
glars, he told Britain's Daily 
Mail last year. 

Just weeks after he shot. 
Steenkamp, Pi storms's father 
Henke, said white South 
Africans must own guns be¬ 
cause the ANC government, 
does not protect them 

The statement caused dis¬ 
comfort and forced the family 
to publicly distance itself from 
the remarks. 

The trial of Pistorius, who is 
currently out on bail, is set for 
March 3 to 20 at the Pretoria 
High Court
